to a change In the tlmo ofholdlng 
the congressional sessions. This Is 
a mutter entirely within the copo of 
congress Itself, the constitute mere- 
ly filing the date for tho seilons In 
default of action by congret 


As everyone knows, the '.embers 


of congress are elected In Nfembor. 
but their terms of office do nt begin 
•until the fourth day of Marc, a pe- 
riod of four months Intervenig. Un- 
der the existing circumstancs, con- 
gress dots not meet until to first 
Monday of tho following D<i>mbcr, 
or over a year after the elccon.

Ity In the houso of reprcsenltlves 
It is generally true that tho averse 
majority Is hostile to tho admlistra- 
tlon, and for this reason It terns 
llkolv that tho sitting president ;uuU 
refuse to call an extra session i .ev- 
ery case where'u new congress irol- 
ably would enact laws not In hanony 
with his own views. 


Lies With Congress. 


Sec. 4 of the first article otthc 


constitution provides: "The confess 
shall assemble nt least once In eery 
year, and such meetings shall Ix on 
the first Monday In December im-ss 
they shall by law appoint a dlffeeiit 
day." 


Under this section It would be rig- 


slblo for congress to begin its new es- 
Blon at any time lubsequcnt to ho 
general election In November. Thro 
are many reasons why It. seems desta- 
ble to have the term? of senators ad 
members of the house begin on to 
fourth day of March, so as to be n 
harmony with tho term of office of to 
pre-jidont. 
It 
has 
been titiKKentit, 


however, that congress should mot 
regularly on the fourth day of Mam 
tjujjsoqucnt to the regular electlo:, 
thus making the term of office of i 
member of congress begin with hi 
term of active service, instead of paj 
Ing him for eight months of actua 
Idleness before ho even takes the oatl 
of office, a* Is the CTSO at the pressni 
tlmo. 


Would Expedite Work. 


It has been suggested that this first 


term beginning on March 4 would nat- 
urally !>e a short ono unless there was 
pressing public business, and coiiid 
easily be concluded In from thirty to 
tlxty days, during which tlmo com- 
mlttccs could bo appointed and tho 
machinery of congress thoroughly or- 


, ganlzed preparatory 
to 
rapid work 


later on. Then could come one long 
session, beginning tho first of Novem- 
ber and closing'about Juno 1, and a 
second short session running from tho 
same time to the fourth of the suc- 
ceeding March. 


It is believed that In this way, with 


ono moderately long session nnd two 
short ones, the work 
of congress 


would be expedited nnd tho possibility 
of disastrous deadlocks would 
bo 


greatly lessened. 


Allows for Contests. 


The most Important thing, however, 


la the necessity of securing an early 
legislative session within a reasonable 


' length of time after a general election 


at which tho will of the people has 
been fully ascertained. Close students 
of governmental pn-cesses Incline to 
the belief that It would be wise to al- 
low several month!;' time lintween tho 
election and the opening ot Congress 
In which -to perfect proceeding for 
contest .and to ascertain the in inn 
licle-'Hcht of members to their seats.

Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 2.—The war 


ministry has ordered out the military 
contingent of recruits for Oct. 14 In- 
stead of at the beginning of the year 
as usual. 
This step, though quite 


constitutional, has occasioned &omo 
surprise considering the reported Im- 
provement In tho general situation. 
While the conditions aro undoubted- 
ly more hopeful, there Is a strong 
belief In many well Informed quar- 
ters that the Macedonian question Is 
still threatening and can only 
bo 


settled by war. Tho Bulgarian gov- 
ernment therefore continues prepar- 
ations for eventualities.
